(a) REQUIRED PoLICY.—Not later than 1 year after
the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Com-
merce shall, acting through the Under Secretary for Oceans
and Atmosphere, develop a policy on the prevention of and
response to sexual harassment involving employees of the
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration, mem-
bers of the commassioned officer corps of the Administration,
and ndividuals who work with or conduct business on be-
half of the Administration.

(b) MATTERS TO BE SPECIFIED IN PoLicy.—The pol-
ey developed under subsection (a) shall include—

(1) establishment of a program to promote
awareness of the incidence of sexual harassment;
(2) clear procedures an individual should follow

m the case of an occurrence of sexual harassment, in-

cluding—
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(A) a specification of the person or persons
to whom an alleged occurrence of sexual harass-
ment should be reported by an individual and
options for confidential reporting, including—

(1) options and contact information for
after-hours contact; and
(11) procedure for obtaining assistance

and reporting sexual harassment while

working i a remote scientific field camp,

at sea, or in another field status; and

(B) a specification of any other person
whom the victim should contact;
(3) establishment of a mechanism by which—

(A) questions regarding sexual harassment
can be confidentially asked and confidentially

(B) incidents of sexual harassment can be
confidentially reported; and
(4) a prohibition on retaliation and consequences

(¢) CONSULTATION AND ASSISTANCE.—In developing
the policy required by subsection (a), the Secretary may
consult or receive assistance from such State, local, and na-
tional organizations and subject matter experts as the Sec-

retary considers appropriate.
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(d) AVAILABILITY OF POLICY.—The Secretary shall en-
sure that the policy developed under subsection (a) is avail-
able to—

(1) all employees of the Admainistration and
members of the commaissioned officer corps of the Ad-
manistration, including those employees and members
who conduct field work for the Administration; and

(2) the public.

(¢) GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION OF KEQUAL EMPLOY-
MENT OPPORTUNITY PERSONNEL.—The Secretary shall en-
sure that at least 1 employee of the Administration who

ment opportunity or sexual harassment 1s stationed—

(1) i each region in which the Administration

(f) QUARTERLY REPORTS.—

times each year, the Dirvector of the Civil Rights Of-
fice of the Administration shall submit to the Under
Secretary a report on sexual harassment in the Ad-
minastration.

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(A) Number of sexual harassment cases,
both actionable and non-actionable, involving in-
dwviduals covered by the policy developed under
subsection (a).

(b) ELEMENTS OF COMPREHENSIVE Poricy—The

(a) CHANGE OF STATION, UNIT TRANSFER, OR
CHANGE OF WORK LOCATION OF VICTIMS.—

( 1 ) TIMELY CONSIDERATION AND ACTION UPON

(4) A summary of the reports recewed by the
Under Secretary for Oceans and Atmosphere under
section 101(f).

(¢) PRIVACY PROTECTION.—In preparing and submait-
ting a report under subsection (a), the Secretary shall en-
sure that no indwidual 1nvolved in an alleged sexual as-
sault can be wdentified by the contents of the report.

SEC. 107. DEFINITION.

In this title, the term “sexual assault” shall have the

meaning given such term in section 40002(a) of the Violence

Against Women Act of 1994 (42 U.S.C. 13925(a)).
